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Bagdad 


Double Jay's Most Successful Son at Stud 


BAGDAD, stylish, exceptionally well-made and bear- 
ing a strong resemblance to his sire Double Jay, won 
stakes at 2, 3, and 4. His earnings amounted to 
$352,422. 


As a 2-year-old Bagdad won the Lafayette Stakes in 
Kentucky and in California the San Mateo and Chil- 
dren’s Hospital Handicaps. At 3 he again raced 
with distinction on both the East and West Coasts. 
The highpoint in the East was a tremendous Bel- 
mont Stakes race in which he went head and head 
with Sword Dancer in the final sixteenth with the 
latter finally gaining the verdict. Returned to the 
West he galloped te a 614-length margin in the 
Hollywood Derby, winning the 114-mile stakes in 
1:59 3/5, going the last quarter in :24. 


At 4 Bagdad gave First Landing two pounds and lost 
the Santa Anita Maturity after a rough trip. He 
evened the score in his next start with an easy 214- 
length victory in the San Antonio Handicap. In 
the Santa Anita Handicap he ran into three pockets 
but still was fourth, beaten a head, neck and nose. 
Bagdad won the Inglewood Handicap avenging a 
second to Fleet Nasrullah in the Californian Stakes 
in which Bagdad carried top weight. He gave lightly 
weighted Dotted Swiss 15 lbs. in the Hollywood Gold 
Cup and ran second in a race run in 1:59 2/5 for 
114 miles. His final 1960 race was run at “about 
614 furlongs” over the turf course in 1:13 4/5.

Another Exciting Session at the U. N; 
A Corking-Good 5-Horse Futurity 


ATLaAntic City. The invitational United 
Nations Handicap. offered for the first 
time in 1953. soon became one of the 
most important engagements of the late- 
summer season. Career Boy's stunning 
come-from-behind victory over Find and 
Mister Gus in 1956. Round Table’s joust 
with *Tudor Era in 1957. and Clem’s nar- 
row defeat of the Kerr Stable’s champion 
in 1958 were memorable races. Last year’s 
field was the best ever assembled for the 
U. N.. and T. V. Lark. then at the apex 
of his form, came on in the stretch to 
beat Sword Dancer. Bally Ache. and 7 
others. including Dotted Swiss. First 
Landing. and the splendid filly Royal Na- 


tive. 


Jacnot Stable’s Oink (6) beat C. V. Whitney’s 


Oink’s victory this year was in the best 
tradition. Overlooked in the pre-race se- 
lections and shunned by the bettors. he 
came on courageously to prevail by a 
nose over a rallying Tompion. with the 
highly favored Carry Back nearly 4 
lengths farther back in seventh place. a 
neck in front of Harmonizing. Racing 
secretary James Ross. who seldom fails 
to provide the U. N. with a slam-bang 
finish, had done it again. 

The 3-year-old champion Carry Back. 
with 123 pounds. was conceding a pound 
by the scale to *Wolfram (127). the top- 
weight among the older horses. The ques- 
tion whether Carry Back, running on the 
grass for the first time. could defeat older 


horses of this caliber, apparently was not 
very troublesome to the players. for the 
3-year-old was made a 6-to-5 favorite. Art 
Market. first or second in 5 consecutive 
turf races. was second choice at 7.2 to 1. 
and Tompion. winner of the Aqueduct 
Handicap on September 4. was 7.5 to 1. 
“Wolfram was 9.2 to 1 in the mutuels. 
and from there the odds jumped to 11.5 
to 1 on Shirley Jones, the only filly or 
mare in the field. and 15.6 to 1 on Har- 
monizing. 

Atlantic City. flying the flags of the 
United Nations. was quite a lovely sight. 
The gardens and lawns were spic and 
span. and the afternoon was clear and 
bright. with the temperature in the com-

fortable 70’s. Attendance was 29.321. and 
the handle reached a whopping $2.710.- 
226. of which $404,340 was wagered on 
the featured eighth race. 

There were no delays in the starting 
gate, and the field broke with Intention- 
ally (117) on top. The Brookfield Farm 
horse, trying for the second year to win 
the U. N.. this time did not have Bally 
Ache to overcome, with the result that he 
carried his speed much farther than he 
had last year. Divine Comedy (116) and 
*Merry Ruler (3. 112) fell in close be- 
hind the leader, and they went in that 
order through the stretch the first time. 
John Rotz had Tompion (117) in fourth 
place. a half-length in front of Oink. By 
the time the field reached the first turn. 
Carry Back already was nearly 8 lengths 
off the pace. The first quarter was run in 
22244, 

*Merry Ruler had enough even before 
the horses swept into the backstretch. and 
shortly thereafter Divine Comedy dropped 
back. The half-mile was run in :46%5. 
and both Oink and Tompion now were 
closing in on Intentionally. John Sellers. 
fearful of falling too far behind, eased 
forward a bit. and after the leader had 
done 6 furlongs in 1:1115 Carry Back 
was less than 6 lengths away. Intentional- 
ly’s lead over Oink now was a half-length 
and Tompion was a length farther back. 

Around the far turn and into the 
stretch, the same order prevailed. but 
with Intentionally in a drive. Art Market 
(116) had launched his attack. and for 
a moment at the top of the stretch he 
headed Tompion. The mile was run in 
1:37. 

Intentionally succumbed to the pressure 
shortly after leaving the eighth-pole. and 
Art Market flattened out. leaving Oink 
and Tompion to settle the issue. Sellers 
could not make Carry Back go. 

After passing Art Market. Rotz took 
Tompion to the rail and bore down hard 
on the colt. gradually cutting into Oink’s 
advantage. but Oink had enough left to 
win by a nose. Art Market was 2 lengths 
farther back and a neck in front of the 
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coming-on Shirley Jones. which beat 
*Wolfram by a half-length. Intentionally 
was sixth. and Carry Back was seventh. 
ahead of Harmonizing. *Merry Ruler. 
*Mozart. *Don Poggio. and Divine Com- 
edy. 

The U. N. was the first $100.000 race 
treiner Steve Ippolito had won, and it was 
the biggest purse ever taken by the Jac- 
not Stable of Jack Hogan and his father. 
O. T. Hogan. The younger Hogan. presi- 
dent of the United Insurance Company. 
of which his father is chairman of the 
board. owns Jacnot Farm. near Chicago. 

Ippolito said that he probably would 
run Oink in the Hawthorne Gold Cup on 
October 14. but unless an invitation is 
forthcoming to compete in the Washing- 
ton. D. C.. International on November 11. 
not much more will be done with Oink 
until the Santa Anita Park season opens. 

“We would accept an invitation to the 
International.” Ippolito said. “because we 
feel that America should be represented 
by its strongest team. I think Oink would 
give a good account of himself.” 

Carry Back’s owners. Jack and Kathryn 
Price. accepted defeat philosophically. 
Price thought that Carry Back. despite an 
encouraging trial spin over the course a 
few days before the big race. had not 
liked the grass. “I really don’t know what 
to think. and I’m inclined to merely toss 
the race out and look forward to the next 
one.” Price said. The next one probably 
will be the weight-for-age Woodward 
Stekes. at Belmont Park on September 30. 
After that. Price was thinking of the 
Lawrence Realization and another at- 
tempt egeinst older horses in the Trenton 
Handicap. 

The U. N. winner was one of the 1961 
season's major developments. son_ of 
To Market and the *Jacopo mare Safari. 
he was bred by the late Mrs. G. L. Harri- 
son and sold to William Haggin Perry for 
$6600 at the 1958 Saratoga 
sales. He won twice for Perry at 2. and 
et 3. after winning twice. he was sold 
privately to Mrs. R. N. Blackburn. who 
resold him late in 1960 to Jaenot for a

sum reported to be “in the neighborhood 
of $35,000.” The $65.000 Oink earned in 
the U. N. raised his earnings for this sea- 
son alone to $187,725. 

Oink opened the current campaign in 
California. where he won 2 of 6 races 
and was a good second to Prove It in the 
Santa Anita Handicap. He moved to 
Washington Park in the spring, and in 
his first start there he finished second to 
Matthias at 6 furlongs. Five days later 
he was again second to Matthias. in the 
6-furlong Clang Handicap. 

He then put together a string of 4 vic- 
tories. in the 1,4;-mile Round Table Han- 
dicap. the one-mile Citation Handicap. the 
9-furlong Laurance Armour Memorial 
Handicap. and the 9-furlong Starts and 
Stripes Handicap. The first and last of 
these races were on the grass. 

Oink was unplaced to *Don Poggio in 
the 114-mile Monmouth Handicap. then 
was returned to Chicago for the Arlington 
Handicap. in which he was second, upset 
by *Tudorich. In his last race before the 
U. N. he was unplaced to Chief of Chiefs 
in the Washington Park Handicap, a mile 
event on the dirt. 

In each of his best races he was close 
to the early leaders. taking command at 
the far turn or on the stretch turn. Once 
having gained the advantage. he has never 
relinquished it. The prestige of the U. N. 
quite possibly could give him the grass- 
course championship. 


Futurity Upset 


New York. Manuel Yeaza. who drove 
Cyane along the rail to win the Futurity, 
couldn't have looked better to trainer 
Henry Clark. 

“It sure was a thrill watching Manny 
ride the horse.” said the 57-year-old Clark. 
who had won his first Futurity. “But there 
is one sad thing: our regular rider. 
Eldon Nelson. could not ride. He is out 
with a knee injury. But he'll ride Cyane 
next time in the Champagne.” 

Cyane beat 3 of the nation’s top 2-year-

mother. Lunger, a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange, is a Wilmington, 
Dela., attorney. 


olds, winning by a neck in a stirring finish. 
Jaipur was second with Eddie Arcaro, and 
Sir Gaylord and Willie Shoemaker were 
third. Green Ticket (Eric Guerin) was 
fourth, and Jake was the fifth horse in 
the shortest field in the long history of the 
race. 

It was an eventful day for Yeaza. whose 
mother and father were here from Panama 
to see the race. “It gave me a big thrill 
winning the Futurity with my mother and 
father watching.” Ycaza said. “It was 
sure one helluva race. I saved ground with 
the horse and he was running nice and 
smooth. Then in the stretch I see open- 
ing on rail when Eddie (Arcaro) just 
come out a little It was my best shot. I 
say I go through. I don’t think twice.” 

Jaipur, Green Ticket, and Sir Gaylord 
ran 1-2-3 for a half-mile, fairly closely 
bunched and with Cyane about 3 lengths 
behind them. When Green Ticket: began 
dropping back early in the stretch. Arcaro 
urged Sir Gaylord forward. and at mid- 
stretch he gained a head advantage. Jaipur 
fought back. but Cyane drove up on the 
rail, gaining a neck victory in the final 
strides. Jaipur beat Sir Gaylord by a 
head, and it was 6 lengths to Green 
Ticket. Jake was a dozen lengths farther 
back. Cyane, fourth choice, paid $19.60. 

It was Yeaza’s -rail-skimming strategy 
that won the Futurity for the *Turn-to 
colt which had raced only 5 times before 
the Futurity. He had won his last 3 races. 
Clark had gone slowly with the colt be- 
cause he was “big and growing.” 

Had Clark given his horse much chance 
in the race? 

“T thought I had a chance.” he said. “I 
felt it was tough, but I also knew my 
horse had come up to the race with 3 
good races and a smart work.” Cyane had 
worked 6 furlongs in 1:12 for the Futurity. 
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Cyane is owned by Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
W. Lunger. of Wilmington, Dela. They 
did not see the race, because they were 
attending the wedding of a near relative. 
They were represented at Belmont by their 
son David. an 18-year-old student at Proc- 
tor Academy. New Hampshire. 

David proudly led the colt from the 
track to the winner’s circle. Later. when 
festivities started. David kept nudging 


Clark. saying, “Let’s get back to the 
barn and see the horse.” 

Why the short field for the Futurity 
which promised a check of $85,650 for 
the winner? 

“It’s hard to answer,” said racing secre- 
tary Tom Trotter. “I can’t understand it. 
After the Washington Futurity and_ the 
World’s Playground we should have had a 
representative field. And with the im- 
pending short field one would think own- 
ers would take a chance. Of course, many 
horses went bad. and some were ill.” 

The World’s Playground had drawn a 
field of 20 horses. 

“Guess the race was too close to the 
World’s Playground. Maybe when we 
hit the Cowdin (October 2) many of the 
others will be able to run. I guess it’s 
just one of those things that can happen 
any time in racing.” 


Primonetta Beaten 


The 9-furlong Gazelle Handicap. at Bel- 
mont on September 13. turned up a new 
contender in the 3-year-old filly division 
when Mrs. Whitney Stone’s Shimmy 
Dancer handed Primonetta a_ stunning 
defeat. The handsome gray runner. a 
daughter of Native Dancer. ran power- 
fully through the stretch to beat My Por- 
trait by 21% lengths. Funloving was third, 
a nose farther back and about 6 lengths 
in front of Counter Call. which led top- 
weighted Primonetta by a length. Bring- 
ing up the rear of a splendid field were

Primonetta’s only loss in 11) previous 
races had been her close second to My 
Portrait in the Monmouth Oaks. A  dis- 
consolate Willie Shoemaker said after the 
Gazelle. “IT guess it was the weight. Today 
I had a steady hold on her on the back- 
side. and | wasn't going to let her go out 
on the pace early because of the weight. 
Then we made a run at the half. and she 
moved up on the field and took the lead 
momentarily. When we hit the stretch. I 
was laying on the rail with my horse and 
My Portrait was right next to us. All of 
a sudden. she came up empty. Not much 
more | can say.” 

Shimmy Dancer had raced unspectacu- 
larly at 2. had not run in a stakes until 
late in the Saratoga meeting. and had 
never competed at more than a mile. Of 
the 1] Gazelle runners. only Epitome had 
earned less money. The Native Dancer 
filly was 12.15 to 1 in the mutuels. 

In her shorter races Shimmy Dancer 
had been running either on the lead or 
with the leaders. but this time. in defer- 
ence to the greater distance. Yeaza_ took 
a snug hold. letting Kootenai and My 
Portrait share the honor of the early calls. 
Kootenai quit after a half-mile but My 
Portrait. although she was no match for 
the winner in the stretch. hung on quite 


well, Nine furlongs make it just a little 
uncomfortable for the Olympia filly. 

When Yeaza entered the jockeys’ dress- 
ing room, he was greeted by his contract 
Harry F. Guggenheim. who 
congratulated him in Spanish. “He enjoys 
every time | win.” Yeaza said. “Whether 
| win for him or anybody. He speak Span- 
ish real good.” 

Shimmy Dancer. with 112 pounds. had 
carried 4 pounds overweight to accommo- 
date Yeaza. The rider said. “I haven't 
done 108 in a few years. If I had to I 
would. but I would not feel good.” 

Shimmy Dancer's trainer. Tom Waller. 
took it all in stride. “IT thought she had 
a good chance.” he said. “She is a good 
filly. and in her last race (the Maskette) 
she would not have got beaten if that kid 
(Jack Yother) had not been a little over- 
enthusiastic in chasing Craftiness.”

A Tough Old-Timer 


Cuicaco. Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s home- 
bred Talent Show won the $25.000-added 
IHlinois Owners Handicap at Hawthorne 
on September 16. raising his earnings for 
5 seasons of racing to $483.593. 

The 1,';-mile Hlinois Owners Handicap 
was Talent Show’s 84th start. His only 
other triumph in 12 attempts of 1961 came 
in a 7-furlong allowance race at Atlantic 
City. He had run third to Mail Order in 
this year’s Westchester. third to Kelso 


in the Sulurban. and second stable- 
mate Chief of Chiefs in the Washington 
Park Handicap on Labor Day. 

Talent Show is not only durable. but 
versatile. He can prove dangerous at 
distances from 6 furlongs to 144 miles. He 
throws in bad races with the good ones. 
and he seldom carries high weight in 
a stakes. The most he’s carried this sea- 
son was 118 pounds. the Illinois 
Owners. Talent Show was bracketed at 
114 pounds with Jacnot Stable’s Currock. 
Weighted above them were Spring Hill 
Farms’ *Tudorich (117), which is more 
at home on the grass than on the dirt 
course. and Donald M. McKellar’s 3-year- 
old Endsville. recent winner of the Michi- 
gan Derby. whose 110 pounds were equiva- 
lent to 115 on an older horse. 

Equifun. Endsville. and *Tudorich in 
succession had led the way in the Illinois 
Owners before Talent Show drove between 
*Tudorich and Endsville mid-stretch 
to get to the front. Mrs. Marilynn V. 
Landy’s Natego. saving ground on the rail. 
closed resolutely. but Talent Show held 
him off to win by a head, in 1:4445 on 
a good track. Salason was third 5 
lengths away. Currock. second choice at 
41 to 10. was bothered by Salason at 
the break and outrun, finishing last of 
11 starters. 

Talent Show was saddled by Noble 
Atchison. who has a division of Mrs. Rice’s 
horses at Hawthorne. Clyde Troutt has 
the main division in the East.

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The demand for Thoroughbred year- 
lings was being tested this week by the 
biggest supply of that commodity ever 
offered in a single auction series. and 
there was no indication that the market 
had receded from the high levels estab- 
lished at the more selective sales in July 
and August. Buyers thumbed through 2 
fat catalogues, all the way to Hip No. 
788. in search of bargains from the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Company’s vendue at Keene- 
lend. and bought yearlings at a record 
pace as the auctioneers hustled through 
nearly 90 head at each session. 

At the close of the fourth session of sell- 
ing. on Tuesday night. September 19, 354 
head had been sold for $1.120.100. The 
average, $3,164. was below that of the 
first 4 sessions at the September sales in 
1960. but buyers and sellers. with few 
exceptions, considered the market strong. 
despite the weight of a record number of 
yearlings. 

The 168 colts and geldings sold in the 
first 4 sessions brought $680.900. average 
$4.053: 186 fillies. $439,200. average $2.- 
361. In the entire September sale last 
year, 369 colts averaged $3.108: 365 fil- 
lies. $2,090. 

Highest price of the first 4 sessions 
was $38.500, paid Tuesday night by Mrs. 
Moody Jolley for Dr. E. W. Thomas’ colt 
by *Ballydam, sire of Bally Ache. out of 
the unraced *Ardan mare Bumping 
Around, dam of 2 good winners from 3 
earlier foals.

The 
colt finished third in the 1959 Hopeful 
and World’s Playground Stakes and was 
assigned 119 pounds in the Experimental 
Free Handicap. An injury to his off fore 
leg, sustained in last year’s Jersey Derby.

English Classics Kept Home; 
Aurelius Lucky in St. Leger 


By R. J. Ratcliff 


Lonpon. The question as to whether 
the best horse in the field won the 1961 
St. Leger (£29.817) at Doncaster on Sep- 
tember 9 is one that will provoke argu- 
ment whenever the subject is raised. 

Mrs. Vera Lilley’s Aurelius beat Mrs. 
Hugh Leggat’s Bounteous by a decisive 
three-quarters of a length. with Mme. 
Suzy Volterra’s French colt Dicta Drake 
a similar distance away in third place 
and Mrs. C. O. Iselin’s Pardao fourth of 
the 13 runners. 

But the winner's trainer. Noel Murless. 
and jockey Lester Piggott were the first 
to admit that luck played a considerable 
part in the victory of this colt. whose suc- 
cess meant that. for the first time since 
1953. all 5 English classics had been kept 
at home. 

The first piece of luck occurred when 
the gate went up and Just Great, second 
choice at 100 to 30, reared up. whipped 
around, and did not get under way till 
the field had covered a furlong. Just 
Great had beaten Aurelius. Pardao. and 
Bounteous with some ease in the Voltig- 
eur Stakes at York a week or so earlier. 
and there had seemed no reason why he 
should not do so again. 

However. with Just Great taking no 
active part in the contest. the advantage 
now seemed to be with either the favored 
Dicta Drake or Aurelius. a genuine stay- 
ing colt which had won the Craven Stakes 
at Newmarket in the spring and the King 
Edward VII Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Luck continued to be with the English 
colt. This time it was a piece of over- 
exuberant riding on the part of Dicta 
Drake’s French jockey. Maxim Garcia. 
that decided the issue. 

So as to test Aurelius’ stamina to the 
full. Murless had persuaded the colt’s 
owner to buy Hunter’s Song from the 
Queen for use primarily as a pacemaker. 


So as soon as the gate went up Hunter's 
Song was sent into the lead and he set 
a cracking pace right up to the turn into 
the straight. 445 furlongs from home. 

Lester Piggott merely bided his time on 
Aurelius, knowing that Hunter's Song 
would be played out by the time the 
straight was reached, if not before. His 
main concern was that his mount not be 
forced to take the lead too soon. 

Garcia, meanwhile, made the fatal mis- 
take of chasing the pacemaker all along 
the backstretch, and with a half-mile still 
to go he found himself in the lead. In- 
stead of giving Dicta Drake a_ breather 
when he most needed it, he got to work 
on the French colt with typical Gallic en- 
thusiasm, driving him down the testing 
straight for all he was worth. 

With 3 furlongs left, it was obvious that 
Piggott had his French rival just where 
he wanted him. Riding a_ beautifully 
judged race, the champion jockey shot 
Aurelius past Dicta Drake and held off 
a late challenge from Bounteous. Aurelius 
stayed on well to win this valuable classic 
which Piggott and trainer Murless had 
taken with St. Paddy just 12 months ago. 

Aurelius. a plain-looking bay by Aure- 
ole (St. Paddy's sire), was bought by 
Murless as a yearling for 5.000 guineas 
and ran only once last year. While his 
trainer does not rate him in the same 
class with St. Paddy or Crepello. there 
is no doubt that he is a useful staying 
type which should do well in the long 
distance cup races in 1962.

On the strength of 
his running in the Gimerack Stakes at 
York. where he had finished fifth after 
being caught flat-footed at start. 
Charles W. Engelhard’s *Ribot colt Rom- 
ulus was made a 6-to-4 favorite for the 
Doncaster race. 

But this time, after having 
chance. Romulus found one too good for 
him in the Irish colt Clear Sound. which 
had been beaten by Bow-Tie in the Prince 
of Wales’ Stakes at York. Piggott. who 
rode Romulus. objected to Clear Sound 
for bearing in, but an examination of the 
film told) the Doneaster stewards that 
there were no grounds to justify the result

heing altered. 

Clear Sound. a handsome bay by Whis- 
tler out of the Tehran mare Fleeting 
Beauty. is yet another top-class juvenile 
trained by Paddy Prendergast. who has 
now won 14 races worth £32.423 with the 
10 horses he has sent to England this sea- 
son. Prendergast paid 2.400 guineas for 
Clear Sound as a yearling.

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7-Furlong Race for $400,000 


North American breeders and owners 
now spend more than a million dollars an- 
nually to nominate and keep horses eligi- 
ble for a handful of 2-year-old races 
which represent a net loss. since the total 
amount added by the race tracks is less 
than a million. As indicated in a tabula- 
tion appended to an editorial in The 
Blood-Horse of September 9, owners put 
up 59 per cent of the gross value of the 
13 richest races for 2-year-olds run in 
1960. as against 19 per cent of the gross 
value of comparable events for 3-year- 
olds and older horses. 

The discovery that owners. as a group, 
are willing and eager to race for their 
own money with 2-year-olds to a much 
greater extent than with older horses 
quickly established a trend which was 
certain to be followed. simply because it 
was easy to follow. and regardless of its 
long-term effects. 

Last week the management of Arlington 
Park and Washington Park announced 
plans for a 7-furlong Arlington-Washing- 
ton Futurity which will become “the rich- 
est race in the world.” superseding the 
1,‘;-mile Garden State Stakes, which has 
been described in that fashion ever since 
the year of its inauguration. 

The new race, with $150.000 added, will 
replace the $100.000-added Arlington Fu- 
turity and the $100.000-added Washington 
Park Futurity. The stakes put up by own- 
ers for these 2 races amounted to $235,880 
in 1960, $225.500 in 1961. Mr. and Mrs. 
Webb A. Everett, who direct the policies 
of the Arlington-Washington Park organi- 
zation, appear to have been conservative 
in estimating that owners would put up 
$250.000 of their, own money and raise 
the gross value of the new race to about 
$400.000. 

The conditions of the race are ingeni- 
ously contrived. Yearlings of 1961 (foals 


of 1960) may be nominated at $50 each 
until October 16. An additional payment 
of $150 falls due on February 15, 1962. 
and a final eligibility payment of $300 on 
May 15. A fee of $2.000 has been set to 
pass the entry box. Supplementary en- 
tries may be made at the rate of $25.000 
each. 

First money will be about $200,000: 
second, $75.000: third, $50.000: fourth. 
$25.000. Nominators of each of the first 
4 horses will receive $10,000. All supple- 
mentary fees will be divided equally 
among the nominators of the starting 
horses. excluding the winner and_ the 
horses made eligible by supplementary 
payment of $25,000 each. The conditions 
suggest that the management should make 
an early announcement concerning pro- 
cedure if it happens that the race has to 
be run in 2 or 3 divisions. 

Webb Everett’s explanation of the be- 
neficent effects of the Arlington-Washing- 
ton Futurity to be run next September: 

“Many owners and breeders have com- 
plained about the excessive number of 
early stakes for 2-year-olds at American 
tracks. They properly point to the undue 
pressure placed too early on their young 
horses. We felt it would therefore be un- 
fair to them to offer an entire program 
of rich added events and card them so 
early in the year. 

“As a result. we are in the process of 
designing a series of new stepping-stone 
overnight purses for 2-year-olds, with min- 
imum values of $10,000. This new ap- 
proach is aimed at giving the horsemen 
additional time te condition their young 
horses, minimizing the extreme pressure 
which stakes demand. but retaining the 
full opportunity to prepare them for an 
even richer climactic race in early Sep- 
tember.” 

Mr. Everett could have added. perhaps. 


that the new schedule will money 
for the owners. as well as for the track, 
since the nomination and eligibility pay- 
ments for the one big jackpot presumably 
will be less than for the 2-vear-old stakes 
races run at Arlington and Washington 
Parks this year. 

Reactions among horsemen will be 
mixed. To some, the Arlington-Washing- 
ton Futurity will appear as an unneces- 
sarily vulgar display of money and hence 
as an invitation to raise the taxes in an 
enterprise whose customers already are 
overtaxed. 

To the old-line sportsmen who breed 
for classic winners. it will be a saddening 


save 


experience. To most American breeders, 
it will represent a new incentive in their 
everlasting search for the rewards of pre- 
cocity: to foreign breeders. a better mar- 
ket for stock to sustain a breeding indus- 
try whose standards of selection are so 
low that it cannot sustain itself. 

For the promoters of what used to be 
the richest race in the world. it will pose 
a problem. whether to encourage the pub- 
lic relations office to use such terminolo- 
gy as “the second-richest’ race in_ the 
world.” 

To Quarter Horse people. it will pro- 
vide a challenge to organize the richest 
race in the world—a 300-yard dash with 
a gross value of $500,000. 

Most newsmen will be happy to use the 
great superlative in the first) paragraph 
of every story concerning the race. A few 
may be embarrassed to do so; they will 
question the proposition that the value 
of a race is determined primarily by the 
number of monetary units in the purse.
